Tha well was dug la 
tho year 1S13, and has been a cotetl 
wonder since the first 15 feet of the ex- 
cavation was mode. It was started in 
gravel, which eitended to a. depth ol 
ten fee f, where a four-footbed of sticky, 
jellow clay was encountered. AfterthiJ 
clay stratum had been pierced and tio 
total depth of the well was pronousceJ 
to be 11 feet, a deposit of solidly frozen 
gravel was struck. Work which was 
done en the well duricg tte next thrco 
or fo-ar weeks revealed ths fact that 
tiis glacial deposit was exactly IS'/j 
feet In thickcess.
